N the course of an Associated Press dispatch 

dated September 21 and sent from Reno, Ne- 
vada, announcing the death and “funeral” of the 
horse, Buster Keaton, the statement was made 
that ‘‘the horse was credited with more victories 
than any horse on the track during his career, 
from 1922 to 1926.” 


There are two inaccuracies in that sentence, 
and we are calling attention to them, as trivial 
as they may seem to directors of the Associated 
Press, because we want the heads of that great 
news distributing agency to come to a realiza- 
tion that it is quite as essential that its reports 
about matters of the Turf should be as free from 
error as, for instance, their reports about the 
doings of Congress or transactions on the Stock 
Exchange. 

Buster Keaton was a chestnut horse, foaled in 
1921, by *Atheling II—Dora I, by *Eagle’s Plume. 
He raced in 1923 to 1927, inclusive, making in 
the five years 27 starts. He won 9 races, was 5 
times second, 4 times third, and 9 times unplaced, 
his earnings being $22,610, he having won the 
Debutante States at Tijuana, the Tijuana 
Futurity at two years old, and the Speed Handi- 
cap at Tijuana at four years old. 


During Buster Keaton’s career on the Turf 
there were numerous horses, each of his five 
years, to win in a single year as many or more 
races than he won all told. Zev in 1923 won 12 
races; Spot Cash in 1924 won 9; Princess Doreen 
11, Care Free 21 and Joe Joe 9, in 1925; Care 
Free 11, Golden Rod 12 and Arravan 11 in 1926; 
Treasure 10, Eddie Rickenbacker 10 and Tippety 
Witchet 12 in 1927. 

One could take the list of runners whose 
names begin with the letter “B,” going no 
further into the records, and find the following 
horses to have won as many or more races in a 
single year than Buster Keaton won in five years: 
Best Pal, Big Indian, Black Hackle, Blanche 
Meyers and Boxwood, in 1923; Ballot Brush, 
Black Gold, Brian Kent, Brunswick and Bucado, 
in 1924; Ballynew, Beg Pardon, Bill McCoy, 
Blind Play, Bona Vera, Broomster, Bruneth and 
Bullet Proof, in 1926; Babbling, Belle H., *Book- 
binder, Broomster, Brownie Smile and Bulletin, 
in 1926; Balboa, Bethlehem, Better Luck, Big 


and Buck Garrett, in 1927. 

The dispatch further says: “His first race was 
at the Tijuana track in 1922. After that he raced 
on virtually every track in America.” The rec- 
ords show that Buster Keaton ran all of his races 
(unless perhaps he may have been started at 
some ‘bush’ tracks not covered by the usual 
racing reports), with one exception,.at Tijuana. 
The exception was his last race, which was run 
at Reno, July 27, 1927. 

The horse died at Reno, September 19, and, 
according to the dispatch, Norma Talmadge, 
screen star, “and half-owner of the horse, sent 
a telegram of regrets,’’ presumably to Mr. and 
Mrs. James C. McKay, who were the other own- 
ers. This would be perfectly natural. Anyone 
who has ever owned a good horse would regret 
its death, but we do not consider it natural that 
“race track followers, including many men of 


prominence,” would gather “to pay homage to 
a dead horse,” as the Associated Press dispatch 
relates. 


We know of the great love owners have for 
their horses and we know of monuments erected 
to keep alive the memory of their greatness and 
achievements on the Turf, but we have no knowl- 
edge of any Turfman’s having bended his knee 
to a carcass. 

We think the Associated Press correspondent 
at Reno has poorly used a weak imagination, and 
we think that the Associated Press directors 
should incorporate into their instructions to cor- 
respondents, if it is not already there, something 
like this: 

“Do not write anything that you cannot con- 
firm.” 


PROGRESS. 
E note with pleasure, in the September 15 
issue of The Racing Calendar, that “the 
question of added starters in stakes for the pur- 
pose of drawing the outside post positions was 
brought before the stewards” of The Jockey Club 
at a meeting at Saratoga August 16, and that 
“after discussion, on motion, duly seconded, the 
matter was laid on the table, to be taken up at 
a later meeting to discuss a proposed amendment 
to the rules of racing.” 
This added starter subject has occasiqned 
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much comment and discussion both in and out 
of the press in New York, and the concensus of 
opinion appears to be that the privilege granted 
under the rules of adding a starter at any 
moment after the closing of entries to within 45 
minutes of post time for a stake race has been 
abused in a very unsportsmanlike manner and 
that the time is here for action that will end the 
practice. 

“On motion, duly seconded,” a letter from E. 
C. Potter, assistant to the stewards at the start, 
“was received and duly considered,” the letter, 
addressed to the stewards, was as follows: 

“I recommend abolishing the new starting 
gate. It is so stoutly constructed that any horse 
running into it is liable to be hung up and thrown 
and the boys badly hurt. There is no certainty 
that it will always function properly.” 

The gate is an adaptation from a gate used 
in France and England. It has given satisfaction 
in France because of the better discipline of the 
jockeys and the better control of them main- 
tained by the starter, but there have been acci- 
dents growing out of its use on English courses, 
as well as on New York courses. 

The Jockey Club, we think, would do well to 
authorize the use of starting gates at all tracks. 
Eventually it will come to this, why not now? 


TELEGONY. 

N a brief and interesting article in Liberty for 

the week ending September 28, Richard Car- 
roll discusses the theory of telegony, which is to 
say that when a mare is mated to a jackass and 
has a mule, all subsequent offspring will have 
some taint of the jackass, regardless of the high 
character and quality of the horse sires there- 
after in use. 

Mr. Carroll says that telegony is a supersti- 
tion; that it fooled Charles Darwin, Herbert 
Spencer, Louis Agassiz and others, but that James 
Cossar Ewart, F. B. Mumford, Sir Everett Mil- 
lais and others by experimentation over long 
periods and with horses, dogs and fowls have dis- 
proved it. 

Those who have entertained belief in the theory, 
as well as in the theory of “saturation,” could 
with profit read the article. 


ARLINGTON PARK INFLUENCE. 
AISE for the Arlington Park management in 
creating at Chicago a greater interest in rac- 
ing and bringing to the Turf in that section a 
better atmosphere continues to be heard. Ken- 
tuckians returning to Lexington for the fall 
racing in this State have spoken in terms of 
highest appreciation of the July meeting at Ar- 
lington Park, the manner of its conduct and the 
benefits it passed on to the meetings at Haw- 
thorne and Lincoln Fields. 
Hugh Gaitens, who is to have charge of the 
oralizers at Keeney Park’s December-January 


meeting, has just arrived in New York after 
having been at Chicago since the beginning of 
the summer, and has expressed himself as fol- 
lows to The Morning Telegraph: 


“Never did Chicago have a bigger Turf 
year than this, he said yesterday, and it all 
has been due to the firm footing on which the 
Arlington Park management placed the 
sport. That organization bred a greater con- 
fidence in Turf affairs among the public and 
the other courses are also reaping the re- 
wards of their work. Hawthorne never had 
such a meeting as the last one. While 
that company has a lease of seven more years 
on the plant, I don’t see how they can con- 
tinue there for that period. The racing has 
completely outgrown the grounds. They 
have other property suitable for a more spac- 
ious course and I believe this will be used 
shortly.” 


WON IT BACK. 


HENEVER reformers enter upon a crusade 

against racing they undertake to make the 
world believe that all of the devilment and theft 
in the nation is attributable to “race track gamb- 
ling,” and they tearfully (figuratively) tell of 
the “thousands of boys who become embezzlers 
because they have lost at the races.” 

Now comes a dispatch from New York telling 
that it was this same “race track gambling” so 
heavily stressed by the reformers that brought 
to a bank in that city $10,000 purloined by an 
employee. 

After he had become a thief, the bank employee 
took a steamer for England. There he met up 
with a London betting commissioner, who gave 
him “winning information,” and from funds paid 
in by London bookmakers he sent back to the 
bank the money he had stolen. It was not until 
the money was received from London that the 
bank officials were aware that there was a 
shortage. 

We are relating this merely to let the reformers 
know that there is another side to their story, 
just as there is another side to every story. 


GET THOSE BEHIND. 
N line with our own thoughts, we find the 
following in The New York Tribune anent the 
banishment of Jockey L. Hale: “The Jockey Club 
is slow to anger and of great mercy and never 
takes snap judgment. To draw such a sentence 
Hale must have committed an unpardonable sin. 
But no lad of his tender years and bright promise 
possibly could go astray of his own free will. The 
evil geniuses behind his corruption when found 
should be branded as publicly as Hale and quite 
as seriously dealt with, alleged influence of poli- 
ticians to the contrary notwithstanding. For long 
the metropolitan turf has needed house-cleaning 
and now that one has begun it is to be hoped 
every corner and crevice, crack and cranny will 
be sought out and dusted, let the dirt fall where 
it may.” 
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IN OHIO. 
ATS OFF to Harry D. Shepherd, of Columbus. 
He closed a successful meeting at Beulah 
Park September 21 and never had a moment’s 
interference, whereas other tracks in Ohio have 
been severely bothered. Perhaps it is in “know- 
ing how.” 

And while on the subject of racing in Ohio, we 
would call attention to the fact that there has 
just been completed a week of trotting at Coney 
Island, with nothing said, whereas, if the runners 
had been there, what a holy howl would have 
been raised. 

We are glad the trotters had the opportunity 
to entertain the public, but we are advised that 
there was very little betting and that of the 
strictly oral variety, the sheriff's forces, by order 
of the county prosecutor, having been present 
each day. 

A running meeting is opening this week at 
Ravenna, where, we hear, the welcome sign is 
hanging out. 

We are of the opinion there are numerous 
“negroes in the woodpile” in Ohio, when it comes 
to horse racing, and we also are of the opinion 
that the aforesaid “negroes” are white politicians 
and officeholders. What a pity it is that so grand 
and great a sport is subjected to such degra- 
dation. 


HOW NOW, “MANKATO?” 

N THE BLOOD-HoRSE for September 14, we 

published the statement of “Mankato” that 
Fred Archer had not been on the back of St. 
Simon prior to his visit to America, when he was 
quoted as having said Barcaldine was the best 
horse he ever rode. Now comes one of our well- 
informed readers, saying: 

“You needn’t mention my name in case you 
should revert to the subject, but ‘Mankato’ runs 
true to form in his reference to Archer and St. 
Simon which you quote on your editorial page. 

“St. Simon was a three-year-old in 1884 and 
ran his trial with The Lambkin in September of 
that year; while Archer did not sail for America 
until the November 15 following (see Humphries’ 
‘Life of Fred Archer’). Hence the statement that 
Archer had never ridden St. Simon when he said 
in America that Barcaldine was the best horse 
he ever rode, is incorrect . 

“Of course I don’t know whether Archer made 
that statement or not, but at any rate Barcaldine 
was a whale of a horse and, like St. Simon, was 


never beaten, while he also founded a family. 

“T just mention this because the item happened 
to attract my attention and don’t desire any pub- 
licity in the connection.” 


ALONG THE WAY 


NEW PLANTS PROBABLE. 
E agree with W. J. Macbeth of The New York 
Tribune that it seems a pity that other 
metropolitan racing associations have not kept 


step with the Belmont Park organization in 
making their plants more comfortable and more 
beautiful, and it is interesting to know that there 
is a possibility that what he describes as an un- 
fortunate situation may in due course be cor- 
rected to general satisfaction. Mr Macbeth goes 
on to say: 

“In expert opinion, the future of Aqueduct, 
Jamaica and Empire City is most precarious, to 
say the least. In all three sections real estate 
values are rising so rapidly that it will not much 
longer be good business to maintain such large 
tracts as racing centers, each of which operates 
but for thirty-two or thirty-three days a year. 
Indeed as early as a couple of years ago the 
Aqueduct management, which is closely ellied to 
that of Jamaica, proposed to move out near 
Westbury, L. I. Inability to arrange proper rail- 
way terminals blocked a scheme which otherwise 
would have permitted the cutting up into build- 
ing lots both of the Aqueduct and Jamaica 
courses. 

“Rumor, which will not down, for many months 
has been afloat to the effect that next year, or 
the year after, a new track is to be opened near 
Long Beach and that in this will be consolidated 
the racing interests of one or more of the three 
metropolitan courses that seem doomed as the 
result of metropolitan development. According 
to the suggested scheme one of the racing associ- 
ations, preferably Aqueduct, would be accomo- 
dated by the management of Belmont Park, while 
the other two would operate at Long Beach. This 
would confine racing of the Greater City to Bel- 
mont Park, with meetings twice the usual length, 
and to the new course near the ocean, Saratoga 
filling in August as at present.” 


MURPHY ON STALL GATES. 


EMARKING that he “speaks from experi- 
ence,” as he undoubtedly does, Judge Joseph 


A. Murphy says: “Pioneers in racing, as in every 
other field of endeavor, have tough sledding,” 
and they do, indeed, but those who stick and 
take good account of their experiences generally 
succeed. 

Judge Murphy further relates to readers of 
The New York Press that when racing was re- 
vived in New Orleans and he created the lead 
pony position, a lot of fun was poked at the man- 
agement. ‘We were accused of aping the hunt- 
ing clubs,” he says, adding: “It finally dawned 
on racing associations that the lead-pony is a 
most valuable adjunct. It is in universal use 
now.” 

Judge Murphy says he urged Col. E. R. Brad- 
ley to try and perfect a stall gate, and that the 
Bradley-Stewart gate was the result. This he 
describes as “fa useful device with two faults, viz., 
not enough protection for horses and too much 
obstruction on the track.” 

He says the objections to the stall gate as to 
operating viewpoint and on the grouna that it 
“would make racing too mechanical” have been 
answered. ‘It has been demonstrated that there 
is the same thrill to the spectator as there was 
in the old style,’’ he says. “Even to those who by 
some curious line of reasoning think that bad 
starts are part of the thrill of racing, we can 
give assurance that there have been and will con- 
tinue to be some bad starts from the stalls. 

“We broke some records with the stalls at 
Hawthorne. We did not have a horse kicked at 
the post during the meeting in the stalls. We 
put Display, Blessefield and other bad actors in 
the gate and sent them away in less than %30 
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seconds. I do not believe we had over ten 
horses during the meeting leave out of their 
proper post position.” 

Judge Murphy did not employ the words “nar- 
cotics,’ “dope” or “hop”, but by implication he 
gives a slant on the usefulness of the stall gate 
in eventually shaming owners and trainers into 
abandonment of the practice of giving “a little 
help,” so called, to their horses. It is easy to 
see how the stalls can be of great advantage in 
this respect, when we have this picture from the 
noted racing official: 

“Suffice it to say that to have a field of horses 
standing patiently in the stalls waiting for the 
start, while one of the field turns handsprings 
and cuts up didos will shame the trainer and 
owner of such a horse into different methods 
which present day rules seem inadequate to reg- 
ulate. We shall then, in the future, have more 
virile stallions, our brood mares will transmit to 
their progeny more robust constitutions and we 
shall have a greater percentage of winners from 
our foals. 

“I believe the stall gate is the most progres- 
sive innovation in the history of our racing.” 


THE SWOPE STRING. 
URING the yearling sales at Saratoga, Her- 


bert Bayard Swope purchased four year- 
lings, which now are in the hands of B. 8. Michell, 
trainer of Reigh Count and other horses in the 
string of Mr. and Mrs. John D. Hertz, who also 
has Lativich for Mr. Swope, who bought the con- 
tract on Jockey George Rose, a splendid appren- 
tice rider, before he bought any of the five horses, 
the yearlings being as follows: 

Bay colt by *Sir Gallahad III--*Venturesome 
II, by Sir Martin, for which he paid $23,000. 

Chestnut colt by High Time—*Red Hair II, by 
William Rufus, costing $13,000. 

Bay colt by *Ambassador IV-— Pandora Girl, bv 
Hessian, acquired for $5,500. 

Chestnut colt by *Politician--Maybe So, by 
Jack Atkin, bought for $1,200. 

The first named two came out of the Claiborne 
Stud consignment, the *Ambassador IV colt from 
Himyar Stud consignment, and the *Politian colt 
from Messrs. A. B. Hancock and W. S. Threlkeld. 

There was a rumor around the sales ring when 
the first of these yearlings were knocked down 
to Mr. Swope that he was buying them for John 
D. Hertz, but this soon was established to 
have been unfounded. Now comes O'Neil Sevier 
with a story about Mr. Swope and his purchases 
in the course of which he says, in The New York 
Press: 

“Mr. Swope doesn’t need a backer. He is one 
man who has succeeded in backing out of news- 
paper work with plenty of money. Fortunate in 
friends and investments. .. . If Swope picked, 
on his own, the yearlings for which he paid sub- 
stantial prices in August, he is a vastly better 
judge of bloodlines than anybody thought.” 


‘JUST CHAT 


IM JORDAN, the veteran Lexington handi- 
capper, was listening to several “race 
trackers” gossiping about “rackets” in vogue xt 
Chicago, and after they had told of numerous 
modern ways in the Windy City for gaining a 
livelihood without toiling, he said: 
“Long time ago a fellow in Cincinnati got rich 
selling fountain pens to dead men.” 
“What?” they exclaimed in unison. 
“Yes,” he continued. “Every night he would 
wait up until the early editions of the papers 
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came from the press. Then he would go to an 
office he had and read the death notices. Next 
he would put on fountain pens the names of the 
men who had died. Then he would prepare a 
letter and an invoice for $5.00, and when the 
postoffice opened he would mail the pens C. O. D. 

“Not once in many times, I was told by my 
authority, did he miss collecting. The dead man’s 
family paid readily and treasured the pen as the 
last article purchased by poor Bill, Jim or Joe. 
Some racket—until Uncle Sam got wise, and 
then it went the way of all rackets. Rackets 
can’t stand disclosure, so it’s best not have to 
do with anything shady.” 

Read in Vernon Sanders’ column in The Louis- 
ville Times: “Lexington is putting on the best 
Kind of racing. ‘The stables at the old Associa- 
tion track are filled with the best Thorough- 
breds.” 

Turned to past performances of entries for 
the following day and saw they had run at Blue 
Grass Fair, Lexington Colored Fair, Bainbridge 
Park, Dade Park, Hawthorne, Arlington Park, 
Kenniiworth, Aqueduct, Belmont Park, Latoma, 
Wheeling, Jefferson Park, Washington Park, 
Churchill! Downs, airniount Park, Havana, Sara- 
toga, Aurord, Beulah Park, Lincoln Fields, Pim- 
lico, Devonshire and Thistle Down. 

As a race track “ginny” might say: “Them 
hosses has been somewhere, but they don’t seem 
to weigh so much.” 

Which reminds us of an incident of the long 
ago at Sheepshead Bay. A New Yorker asked 
John E. Madden if a _ certain Kentuckian’s 
“paper” was “good.” The Master of Hamburg 
Piace without hesitation replied: “It ought to 
be, since most everybody has some of it.” 

“Can't say I like this racing on circular tracks 
with several starters as well as I do the match 
racing we have on short straight tracks in the 
Southwest,” said Frank B. Hoffman, celebrated 
artist and ilustratcr who has his San Geronimo 
Stud at Taos, New Mexico, and who was in Lex- 
ington last week to sell half a dozen yearlings 
he had snipped up from there. Well-grown, they 
were, not forced, but appearing a little tucked 
after their long ride, and with excellent feet, 
good bone, and blood as good as the best. 

“You know, when there are only two runners, 
racing under the style known as ‘ask and answer’ 
or ‘lap and tap’, it is a matter of getting away 
and going there. The rider has no chance to 
come back and say he was ‘carried wide on the 
turn,’ was ‘forced into a pocket,’ was ‘leg-locked,’ 
or that ‘another rider coasted’ on him. And 
thrills, my, yes, there are plenty of thrills. The 
horses can’t run far, it is true, but what they 
lack in endurance they make up in speed. We 
have them that can do eighths in 10 seconds and 
three eighths in 33 seconds. That’s burning the 
ground, and the horses go into it with quite as 
much zest as do the riders, and they get to be 
very adept in turning and breaking away. Bet- 
ting? Yes, there is plenty of it. I have seen 
races on which money, horses, cattle, sheep, and 
even the teams and wagons of partisans of both 
sides had been wagered. I have seen Mexicans 
after a race smilingly say to their companions: 
‘Senorita, kindly vacate the seat; the gentleman 
would like to drive his team and wagon home,’ 
and that would be the first intimation that the 
lovely Senorita would have that their transporta- 
tion had been wagered and lost and that she was 
in for a long, long walk, but I’ve never heard 
one complain.” 
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NEW YORK 


BELMONT PARK—AQUEDUCT. 
N eminently successful autumn race meeting 
was closed by the Westchester Racing Asso- 


ciation at its beautiful Belmont Park on Monday, 
September 16, and the following day the Queen’s 
County Jockey Club opened its meeting at Aque- 
duct for 13 days. This will be followed by the 
Metropolitan Jockey Club’s meeting at Jamaica, 
and then the Empire City Racing Association will 
hold forth at the Yonkers track. This will end 
the sport for the year, except for the two days 
of the United Hunts. 

Many of the New York stables have shipped 
out for the racing in Maryland. 


HILDRETH UNDER KNIFE. 

Samuel C. Hildreth, celebrated trainer, 68, 
underwent an operation for an abdominal ail- 
ment, in a New York hospital, Monday, Septem- 
ber 23, and his condition is considered serious. 

P. S. As we go to press we hear with great 
regret that Mr. Hildreth has died. 


BELMONT PARK’S CLOSING EVENT. 

R. T. Wilson’s Chatover won the sixteenth run- 
ning of the Nassau Claiming Stakes (1 mile, 
1:37 3-5, track fast, net value $2,700) on the last 
day of racing at Belmont Park, September 16. 
Chatover was in at the low weight of 1011 and 
racing up close throughout, moved up fast in the 
stretch on the outside, wearing down Okaybee 
(105), the leader, to win from him by four 
lengths. Host (107) was a neck back in third 
place and Sunny Saint (114), Bridegroom (114) 
and Raucona (104) finished as named.

Chatover was a winner at two and has won 
once this year. Day’s Over is also the dam of 
Senalado (Rennert, Merchants Handicaps, etc.) 
Remote, and Night Extra, at two 1929. Night- 
fall won and was also the dam of Campfire 
(Futurity, Hopeful, Sanford Memorial, Great 
American Stakes, Saratoga Special, Toboggan 
Handicap, etc. and sire), Thunderstorm, stake 
winner, Whippoorwill, etc. *Sundown also pro- 
duced the stake winner and sire Peep O’ Day, 
Noonday (stake winner and dam of High Time, 
High Noon, ete.), Umbra (dam of High Cloud, 
etc.), Crepuscule, Fading Light, Occident, Last 
Rays, Obscurity, etc. *Sundown was sister to the 
producers Sunshade and Golden Light and half- 
sister to Sunray (St. Leger, etc.), Bushey Park, 
and others. Sunshine was a stakes winner and 
the next dam, Sunbeam won St. Leger and other 
stakes. 


ANOTHER MARTIS MIX-UP. 

Though Cowlitz was the horse entered for the 
thirteenth running of the Oakdale Claiming 
Handicap, which featured the second day at 


Aqueduct, September 18, Martis, now owned by 
Walter Schutter, of Chicago, and trained by 
Frank J. Kearns, was permitted to start, because 
it had been established that through a. mistake 
in identity in the Dorwood Stable the horse 
supposed to be Cowlitz really was Martis, and 
vice versa. Martis won the race (6 furlongs, 1:14, 
slow track, net value to winner $4,225, claiming 
price $12,000) carrying top weight, 120 pounds, 
by four lengths, with R. T. Wilson’s Barn Dance 
second, a length in front of J. E. Davis’ Colossal, 
third, with Stephanite fourth and Cygnet, Law- 
yer, Golden Plume and Gregory finishing as 
named. 

R. T. Wilson made a protest against the win- 
ner on the ground that Martis had not been 
nominated. The stewards of the meeting looked 
up the nominations and found that Cowlitz had 
been entered, but Martis had not. Thereupon they 
instructed that the winner’s portion be paid to 
Mr. Wilson. Mr. Schutter took an appeal from 
this decision to The Jockey Club, and the decision 
of the stewards of the governing body is 
anxiously awaited. 

We would think that the Queens County Jockey 
Club has some responsibility in the matter, since 
its racing secretary accepted the entry of Martis 
and the horse was permitted to start.

DISTRACTION WINS TWO STAKES. 

Distraction, from the Wheatley Stable of Mrs. 
H. P. Phipps and Ogden Mills, won the feature 
of the card opening day at Aqueduct, September 
17, the fifth running of the Bay Shore Handicap 
(7-8 mile, 1:24 1-5, track fast, net value $3,450). 
Arden Farm Stable’s Sun Edwin, at even weight 
of 122 with the winner, was five lengths back 
and three lengths in front of Catawba Stable’s 
Eddie Ahearn. Balko, Byrd, Bravery and Kil- 
dare finished as named. J. H. Burke rode Dis- 
traction close up from the start, and at the half 
mile ground began moving him up, shaking off 
Eddie Ahearn at the stretch turn, and had speed 
in reserve at the end. 

Distraction is a four year old son of *Chicle out 
of *Balancoire II, by *Meddler. This is his thjrd 
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stake victory this year. He won the Yonkers 
Handicap and the Champlain Handicap. Pedi- 
gree and family details were published in THE 
BLOooD-HORSE No. 17, page 16. 

Distraction added another stake success to his 
record this week, when he won the twentieth 
running of the Edgemere Handicap (1 1-8 miles, 
1:51, track fast, net value $7,570) at Aqueduct on 
September 21, by a neck from Rosedale Stable’s 
Live Oak. Distraction was under 120 pounds, 
Live Oak 104, Ironsides finished third (110) and 
Light Carbine (108) was fourth and last. Dis- 
traction was rated along in front under steady 
restraint, shook off Light Carbine when entering 
the stretch and held Live Oak safe in the final 
drive. 


STUPENDOUS SURPRISES. 

Joseph E. Davis’ Stupendous, 3-year-old-filly, 
lightly weighted, moved up in the last few strides 
and won in a close verdict from R. T. Wilson’s 
Chatover, the thirteenth running of the Wood- 
mere Claiming Stakes (34 mile, 1:123-5, track 
fast, net value $2,525) at Aqueduct, September 
19. Stupendous (107) close up throughout, saved 
ground in the stretch and passed the judges only 
a neck in front of Chatover (111). Mor- 
dine (118) was fractious at the post, and the 
delay of 8 minutes with his top weight did not 
help him any. He was rushed to the front and 
lost second position by a half length. Cadilla 
was fourth, Scott’s Grey fifth and Sun Meddler 
sixth and last.

The clubhouse, of Spanish-Mission design, is 
being erected at the end of the grandstand and 
right at the finishing post. The paddock, which 
is next beyond the clubhouse, is so arranged that 
it can be visited by persons from all parts of the 
grounds. Those in the clubhouse can have a view 
from a balcony connected by a bridge to the 
clubhouse. 

James N. Crofton, manager, has announced 
that the plant will be completed thirty days prior 
to the opening of the race meeting on De- 
cember 28. 


RAVENNA MEETING.

HAT with bad weather and untoward track 
conditions part of the time, mediocre horses 


most of the time and good attendance all of the 
time, the Kentucky Association’s autumn meet- 
ing of ten days is closing Wednesday, September 
25, with the Breeders’ Futurity, the only stake 
event of the session, as the feature. 

With All Upset, winner of the Bashford Manor 
and two other races; Alcibiades, winner of the 
Debutante and Clipsetta Stakes, and two other 
races; Pansy Walker and Galaday, winners of 
three races each; Gallant Knight, and Reveille 
Boy, winners of four races each, Prometheus, 
winner of two races, and Playtime, winner of one 
race, to comprise the field, as seems probable as 
this is written, the race should be very inter- 
esting. 

It would appear on paper that Alcibiades is 
the pick of the company, but her work on Mon- 
day, a half mile in :50 1-5, is said not to have 
been entirely satisfactory to her astute owner, 
Hal Price Headley. C. E. Durnell, on the other 
hand, is quite confident that Pansy Walker will 
be returned the winner. He says she is right now 
at the top of her form. It is remembered that 
she beat Galaday at Saratoga, but this is Gala- 
day’s home track, and she may perform better 
at Lexington than at the Spa. All Upset would 
appear on spring time form to be the better of 
the colts, but Gallant Knight is a sturdy fellow 
and has been training good. Playtime is All 
Upset’s stable companion. Reveille Boy, coming 
from the Commando line and being a son of Last 
Reveille, now at John D. Hertz’s Leona Stock 
Farm in Illinois, is a very fast colt . Prometheus 
is the selection from the H. P. Whitney Stable 
sent here for the purpose and to go to Maryland 
after the running of this race, which seems quite 
open. 

With eight starters it will be worth $30,485 
gross, of which the winners portion will be 
$29,485; second $8,751; third $2,917; fourth $315; 
nominator of winner $500, of second $300, and 
of third $200.

Adolphe Pons, who arrived in Lexington this 
week, from New York, announces that Display, 
one of the very best sons of Fair Play, from 
Cicuta, by *Nassovian, is to be retired for service 
at Walter J. Salmon’s Mereworth Stud the com- 
ing season, and that ten outside mares will be 
taken to him. 

The coming of Display to Mereworth will make 
nine stallions in service there for the season of 
1930, the others being: *Axenstein, Black Pan- 
ther, *Charlemange, Flight of Time, Mere Play, 
Out Play, *Swift and Sure and *Swinburne. 


CHURCHILL DOWNS NEXT. 

Lexington’s meeting concluding on Wednesday, 
the meeting at Churchill Downs will open Satur- 
day, September 28 to close Thursday, October 10. 
Next will come the Latonia meeting, opening 


Saturday, October 12, and closing Saturday, 
November 16. The following Monday will be 
the Orphan Day racing at Idle Hour Farm, Lex- 
ington, and that will mark the close of the season 
in Kentucky. 


TO HEAR ARGUMENTS. 

Oral arguments will be heard by the Kentucky 
Court of Appeals at Frankfort, October 8, in the 
case of the Commonwealth of Kentucky against 
the Kentucky Jockey Club, Latonia Jockey Club 
and Churchill Downs, Inc., the State having ap- 
pealed from the decision of Judge Eugene Dailey 
in Jefferson Circuit Court holding that the suit 
is barred by the statute of limitation. The suit 
was filed by former Attorney General Frank E. 
Daugherty and was taken up by his successor, 
J. W. Cammack. The action seeks to void the 
transfer of assets, franchises and privileges from 
the dissolved Kentucky Jockey Club to its suc- 
cessors. Damages of $1,000,000 also is sought, 
the allegation having been made that the racing 
association exerted improper politcal activities. 


ORPHANAGE STAKES. 

Entry blanks for the Orphanage Stakes, $5,000, 
for 2-year-olds, futurity course (170 feet less 
than 6 furlongs), to be run at the Orphan Day 
Race Meeting of the Idle Hour Fair Association 
at Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Farm, near 
Lexington, Monday, November 18, are being dis- 
tributed by Vice-President Barry Shannon. En- 
tries close October 15. This will be second run- 
ning of the event. Last year it was decided on 
November 12 and was won by Clyde Van Dusen, 
winner of the Kentucky Derby this year. 


SOME GENERAL ITEMS 


In Detroit, the automobile center of the world, 
there are 17,000 horses in use for drawing loads, 
according to statements recently made in city 
council discussion as to how best to arrange for 
properly watering them.

Frank Landry, old-time jockey and a good one, 
while walking his horse, Sunset, at Riverside 
Park, September 15, suddenly expired. His body 
was sent to New Orleans, the home of his mother 
and sister, and there interred. 


Otto W. Lehmann, president of the American 
National Jockey Club, was in Lexington for sev- 
eral days, attending the races and the yearling 
sales, said much has been done since the July 
race meeting toward beautifying and otherwise 
improving Arlington Park, and that the work 
planned to be done this year is ahead of the 
schedule. 
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MIKE HALL 


IKE HALL, noted gelding, property of Robert 
M. Eastman, and to carry his colors in the 


Cesarewitch and Cambridgeshire Handicaps in 
England next month, will arrive in New York 
from Lincoln Fields, Chicago, Wednesday, Sep- 
tember 25, and will go direct to Belmont Park, 
where John Loftus will stable him until he sails 
for England in the Minnewaska on Saturday, 
Steptember 28. Mike Hall will be accompanied 
by his regular attendant Price Hay and Leo 
Cargile, who rides him in his work. These boys 
will go to England with the horse, and will be 
domiciled at Green Lodge, the Newmarket home 
of Basil Jarvis, who will saddle the “invader” 
for the Cesarewitch on October 16. 

Hal Price Headley, who discovered that Mike 
Hall was a good horse and won upwards of 
$100,000 with him at three and four years old, 
and under whose expert eye the gelding has 
been taking his work, will be in New York to 
see the final gallop, which is scheduled for the 
morning of September 27, at Belmont Park. That 
same afternoon the horse will be loaded, and will 
cross the water in the best box on the Atlantic 
Transport liner. 

Trainer J. T. Taylor, who has had Mike Hall 
in his stable at Lincoln Fields, and who saddled 
him for his races in the west, reports Mike in 
splendid fettle, and sure to give a good account 
of himself. His interest in the horse is as keen 
as that of his brother Walter, who is in charge 
of the Headley horses, and has saddled Mike for 
his most important races. 

During his career Mike Hall has started in 42 
races and has won $99,310. He did not start as 
a 2-year-old, but had a busy campaign at three, 
when he won nine races, including the Latonia 
Cup, in which he made a new American record 
of 3:48 3-5 for the mile and three-quarters, with 
111 pounds up. He also made a new American 
record that season for the mile and seventy yards, 
carrying 103 pounds and covering the distance in 
1:40 3-5. Last year, as a four-year-old he won 
five races out of sixteen starts. These included 
the Dixie and Washington Handicaps of an ag- 
gregate value of $52,250. Other triumphs in- 
cluded the Latonia Cup for a second time, the 
Lincoln Fields Special and the Great Lakes Han- 
dicap. Perhaps his best effort last year was in 
the Hawthorne Gold Cup, which he lost to Dis- 
play by a nose, after being a dozen lengths out 
of it at the top of the stretch. This season Mike 
has received a special preparation for his trip 
abroad, and has only started in two races, both 
of which he won. He was entered in several 
others, but they failed to fill. 

Mike Hall is a five-year-old gelding and is 
by imported Hourless out of imported Clonakilty 
by Catmint, who was by Spearmint. Clonakilty 
was brought to this country by Howard Oots, 
well-known Kentucky horseman, who bought her 
for about $200, after she had been passed out 
of the sales ring at Doncaster without a bid. 
She and another English filly Oeneothera were 
bought from Mr. Oots in Cuba by C. J. FitzGer- 
ald for $250. They were sold by the latter and 
repurchased on two occasions—the last time from 
Charles A. Stoneham—and were finally disposed 
of to Robert M. Eastman, of Chicago, with the 
stipulation that Clonakilty should be bred to 
Hourless. The produce of this mating was Mike 
Hall, and it is fitting under the circumstances 
that Mr. FitzGerald should have charge of the 
horse in his English campaign. 


ILLINOIS 


LINCOLN FIELDS—HAWTHORNE.

HE autumn season of racing in Maryland got 
under way Friday, September 20, at Havre 
de Grace, with an immense gathering, principally 
from Philadelphia, Baltimore and Washington. 
The feature of a good card for the opening was 
an overnight handicap, which was won by Walter 
M. Jefford’s filly Bateau in a nose finish with 
Bobashela. 

On Saturday there was one of the largest 
crowds in the history of the course, and the 
largest of this year there, to see the Potomac 
Handicap race which was taken in commanding 
fashion by Senator Johnson N. Camden’s grand 
filly, Rose of Sharon. 


ROSE OF SHARON WINS SIXTH STAKES. 
Rose of Sharon, Senator J. N. Camden’s splen- 

did filly, a daughter of *Light Brigade and Rosa 

Mundi by Plaudit, added another stakes success 
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to her splendid record when she won the eleventh 
running of the Potomac Handicap (1 1-16 miles, 
1:46 3-5, track fast, net value $20,000) at Havre 
de Grace, September 21. Rose of Sharon in win- 
ning this stakes stamped herself as the best filly 
of her age since she won over a field of some of 
the best 3-year-olds still in training. J. F. 
Adams’ Glen Wild (winner North Shore Handi- 
cap) finished second a half-length back of the 
winner and a neck in front of Warm Stable’s 
The Nut (winner Lawrence Realization and 
Travers Midsummer Derby). The other starters, 
most of which have won one or more important 
stakes, finished as named: Bossie, Soul of Honor, 
Voltear, Grey Coat, Beacon Hill, Dinah Did Upset, 
Dr. Freeland, Lady Capulet, Frisius and Hard 
Tack. 

C. E. Allen patiently rode Rose of Sharon, rated 
her under restraint for the first seven eighths, 
when she moved up fast when called unon and 
held her opponent safe the last eighth. This was 
Rose of Sharon’s first start since she won the 
Test Stakes at Hawthorne on August 20. It is 
her fourteenth start, her tenth victory, and she 
has been twice second and once third, unplaced 
only in the American Classic. Her winnings are 
$64,069.

ADDED STARTERS. 
DDED STARTERS have long been a moot 
point with the public, and this practice of 


adding starters reached a climax, when no less 
than five were scheduled for the late Futurity. 

The reason ascribed for adding starters is not 
far to seek, especially in a race such as The 
Futurity, where a big field may be anticipated. 
The note at the bottom of the programme states 
“the numbers on the program correspond with 
post positions’’—a very salutary announcement 
for the benefit of the public. But here is where 
sharp-shooting trainers could see a chance to 
take some advantage. 

In a big field, such as in the Futurity, late 
comers, in other words added starters, take their 
positions according to their order of naming. 
Thus it arose that some of the added starters were 
not announced until the last few minutes permis- 
sible. And these were allotted the outside posi- 
tions. 

In such a big field there is an advantage in 
obtaining an outside position, since a horse on 
the outside is less subject to interference from 
the big field. 

It may be said that such procedure is not 
sportsmanlike, but there are some to whom the 
sportsmanlike idea is but a secondary consid- 
eration, so it is a hard matter to find a remedy, 
unless the practice of adding starters is aban- 
doned altogether. 


JOE NOTTER. 
In recounting the fine performance of The Nut, 


in winning the Realization, a few words of praise 
should surely be accorded the trainer of The 
Nut, who sent his horse to the post in such A-1 
condition. 

It is but a few years since trainer Joe Notter 
relinquished his riding tack, and graduated into 
the ranks of the training fraternity. As a jockey, 
riding mainly for his employer, the late James 
R. Keene, he served an apprenticeship in the 
training art under the late James Rowe, an ac- 
knowledged master of his profession, and the 
experience gained, while living under the tutelage 
of the successful Keene trainer, has now borne 
fruit. 

Painstaking, ambitious, and possesed of a most 
pleasing personality, there is every likelihood 
that this win of the Realization will prove the 
forerunner of a most successful career as a train- 
er, and gain for him the success he deserves. 


OLD CHUMS. 


One of the many welcome visitors to the 
Futurity was “Joe Murphy’’—-Joseph A. Murphy, 
a leading racing authority of the Western Hemi- 
sphere. He expressed himself eager to view the 
much lauded Whitney colts, Whichone and Boo- 
jum, and spent some time in the paddock look- 
ing them over, and forming his own impressions 
concerning them. 

But what interested him far more was his 
meeting with his old-time pal and associate, 
Starter Mars Cassidy. He spent much of his 
time with him, swapping yarns, and telling tales 
of their race track experiences. When it comes 
to relating incidents of their past careers, they 
are a good pair to draw to, and as amusing en- 
tertainers are hard to beat.

He is the 
sire of the Pimlico Oaks winner Altawood, Cloudy, 
Top Kick, Sunny Cloud, Altura, High Spot and 
others.

There were few buyers from a distance, and 
scarcely any after the first night were present 
except “home folk” and visitors to the races in 
progress at the Kentucky Association course.
